Milk Plentiful 
For Use In 
Ohio Schools 
COLUMBUS, Ohio UP*—All schools 
In Ohio will be eligible to partici­ 
pate in a special school milk pro­ 
gram authorized by Congress even 
if they do not take part in the 
school lunch program, it was re­ 
ported today. 
Provisions of the newr program 
were discussed during a session at 
the state office building. Attending 
were representatives of the Ohio 
Department of Education, dairy in­ 
dustry officials and farm organiza­ 
tions. 
Wade D. Bash, supervisor of the 
public school lunch program in the 
department of education, said the 
program is in addition to the exist­ 
ing lunch facilities. Ohio has been 
allotted $1,732,000 for the program. 
Bash said the program has a 
twofold purpose: (I) To safeguard 
health and welfare of children by 
making them more physically and 
meotally receptive to education and 
training, and (2) assist with the 
stabilization of agricultural econo­ 
my. 
Local school boards must submit 
an application and negotiate a con­ 
tract with the department of edu­ 
cation, and agree to operate the 
milk service on a non-profit basis. 
Reimbursement will be made for 
additional milk served above the 
average daily base consumption for 
last February and March. Rates 
of reimbursement will be estab-1 
lished on the basis of previous lev­ 
el of milk consumption and present 
cost of milk, Bash said.

For Use In 
Ohio Schools 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (J*)—All schools 
in Ohio will be eligible to partici- j 
pate in a special school milk pro- j 
gram authorized by Congress even 
if they do not take part in the 
school lunch program, it was re­ 
ported today. 
Provisions of the new7 program 
were discussed during a session at 
the state office building. Attending 
were representatives of the Ohio 
Department of Education, dairy in- | 
dustry officials and farm organiza­ 
tions. 
Wade D. Bash, supervisor of the 
public school lunch program in the 
department of education, said the 
program is in addition to the exist-1 
ing lunch facilities. Ohio has been 
allotted $1,732,000 for the program. 
Bash said the program has a 
two-fold purpose: (I) To safeguard j 
health and welfare of children by 
making them more physically and 
mentally receptive to education and 
training, and (2) assist with the 
stabilization of agricultural econo­ 
my. 
Local school boards must submit 
an application and negotiate a con­ 
tract with the department of edu­ 
cation, and agree to operate the 
milk service on a non-profit basis. 
Reimbursement will be made for 
additional milk served above the 
average daily base consumption for 
last February and March. Rates 
of reimbursement will be estab­ 
lished on the basis of previous lev­ 
el of milk consumption and present 
cost of milk. Bash said.

Finley, now confined to the War­ 
rensville Workhouse as a parole 
violator and on a grand larceny 
charge, said Triscaro’s wife gave 
him several cheeks. 
The purpose behind the bomb­ 
ings was not immediately made J 
clear. The name of the firm in­ 
volved in the $100 bombing also 
was not disclosed. 
Finley took the stand 
as 
the 
house subcommittee opened a four- 
day hearing. 
The witness said he committed 
12 or 15 bombings, smashed equip­

It is now also one 
of the safest. 
“ This y ear we hav e redu ced 
traffic fatalities to 2.42 p er 100 
million v ehicle miles,” said Gen. 
W anam aker, “ as comp ared to a 
rate of 6.6 for national p u blic 
highway s. 
“ The imp rov ed safety can be 
ex p lained by two things—better 
p olicing and the fact the p u blic 
is 
showing 
more 
sense. They 
hav e learned how to driv e safely 
on tu rnp ikes, and the nov elty of 
u sing them as 
racetracks 
has 
worn off.” 
The 
modern 
highway 
cop 
wou ld bke to be regarded more 
as a Good Sam aritan for motor­ 
ists rather tha t as a gu y who 
does nothing bu t ambu sh sp eed­ 
ers. The figu res bear them ou t. 
“ Last y ear we gav e 15,339 su m ­ 
monses for sp eeding,” said Lt. 
Josep h W. Mack, 48, of Haddon- 
field, N J., a state p oliceman for 
25 y ears. “ Bu t we help ed 42,112 
motorists who were in trou ble. 
For ex amp le, we had to arrange 
15,8 8 0 towings, aided 9 ,48 5 mot­ 
orists with flat tires, 9 .050 who 


had ru n ou t of gas, and p u t ou t 
57 car or tru ck fires. 
“ Ou r maternity record is p er­ 
fect. Ou r men hav e deliv ered two 
babies, and nev er lost either a 
child or a mother. T hat’s bat­ 
ting 1,000 p er cent.” 
In his q u arter centu ry of p o­ 
lice work Lt. Mack 
has 
gone 
from the horse to the mp torcy cle 
to the p atrol car. 
“ I sp ent 10 y ears on motor­ 
cy cles, and had abou t 100 sp ills 
in that tim e,” he said. “ With the 
p atrol cars we can 
carry 
the 
eq u ip ment to do things that were 
imp ossible for a motorcy cle cop. 
“ We’re able to giv e more first 
aid to accident v ictims, and get 
them to hosp itals q u icker. We 
carry two kinds of fire ex ting­ 
u ishers—one for gasoline fires, 
the other for tire or deep u p hols­ 
tery fires. 
“ Sometimes In tru ck collisions 
a driv er is p inned in his bu rning 
cab. Each p atrol car now has a 
heav y steel p ry bar, and we can 
rip op en the cab in a m atter of 
seconds and get him ou t. In the 
old day s we cou ldn’t hav e help ed 
in time — he’d hav e bu rned to 
death.” 
Bu t now and then Lt. Mack, a 
tall, blu e-ey ed, p owerfu lly bu ilt 
officer, likes to look back on his 
first two y ears in serv ice, when 
he rode horseback throu gh ru ral 
areas of the state. 
“ I gu ess I didn't care as mu ch 
abou t that horse then as I do 
now,” he said, wistfu lly . “ Her 
nam e was Mamie. I wanted to 
get on the motorcy cles becau se, 
when y ou finished, all y ou had to 
do was tu rn in the 
motorcy cle 
and go eat.

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RADAR CAUTION 
DETECTION OF speeders by radar, 
which is getting under way in many sec­ 
tions of the country, is being called into 
question on some points by the American 
Automobile Association. It holds the poten­ 
tialities of benefit or harm, depending up­ 
on what use is made of it. 
The device—not really radar—is a small 
black box known as an electrom atic speed 
m eter. The operation, based on m i c r o - 
w aves, is licensed by the Federal Commu­ 
nications Commission. More than 500 such 
sets have been licensed in 43 states, main­ 
ly by police departments. 
One danger is that radar speed control 
warning signs are placed on h i g h w a y 
stretches seldom if ever patrolled. If the 
public becom es convinced somebody is 
crying “Wolf,” the effect will be the appo­ 
site of that intended. The AAA frowns on 
this “scare” technique. 
Ralph Thomas, president of the AAA, 
hopes for good results in curbing unreason­ 
able speeds, but thinks enforcement agen­ 
cies should remain realistic in their atti­ 
tude toward the m echanical speed trap. 
“Radar control,” he says, “could become 
a bane if used for the entrapment a n d 
w holesale arrests of motorists for minor, 
technical violations. One would hesitate to 
contem plate the results if Virginia, for ex­ 
am ple, were to use radar to enforce t h e 
old law, still on the books, to slow down to 
five m iles an hour at railroad crossings.” 
The promise of scientific apprehension 
of dangerous speeders will be corrupted 
into a highway nuisance if enforcement of­ 
ficials find the opportunity for new revenue 
irresistible.

DRIVING PERMITTED? 
ANNOUNCEMENT out of Moscow that 
two Western diplomats have qualified for 
Soviet driving licenses is no dull-day news 
dory. 
Soviet driving tests are recognized as the 
toughest in the world—especially when tak­ 
en by foreigners who might stray off the 
beaten track. 
The m echanical examination, which is 
no longer required, invariably flunked out 
the applicants. Would-be operators w e r e 
expected to answer questions on the con­ 
struction of the engine of one of four types 
of Soviet cars and to give a practical dem ­ 
onstration of this knowledge. The fact that 
nearly all westerners who might apply use 
to American or British makes didn’t faze 
the reds. 
They surely planned it that way. But now 
for some ulterior reason the Soviets have 
seen fit to ease up. First westerners to win 
licenses are a top official each in the Brit­ 
ish and American em bassies. They can ex­ 
pect to be followed, wherever they go. 


Among the bills passed by Congress in 
the last days of its recent session was one 
to celebrate the 200th anniversary of the 
birth of Alexander Hamilton, which is to 
occur on January ll, 1957. A huge com­ 
mission of 19 is to be appointed, with the 
President, the Vice President and 
the 
Speaker* of the House as ex-officio mem- 
! hers. 
Apparently this is to be a notable event 
as the Commission is empowered to ask 
other nations to participate. 
Alexander 
Hamilton was born in the West Indies of 
uncertain parentage, about whom there 
; are various reports. Some say one of his 
parents was Danish and there is even a 
! tradition that one was of Jewish origin. 
Whatever it was, Alexander Hamilton 
found his way to New York where he be­ 
came an active participant in the affairs 
of this country, even as a student at Kings 
College which is now Columbia Univer­ 
sity. Being of an aristocratic f r a m e of 
mind, he did not join the Sons of Liberty, 
which was composed mostly of laborers, 
including many Irish immigrants. Nor did 
he ever join Tammany Hall, which w a s 
Aaron Burr’s enterprise to control New 
York by means of what became the Dem­ 
ocratic Party. Instead, Hamilton becam e a 
Federalist which was the party of the well- 
to-do and well-behgved. 
« 
He was a lawyer, married advantageous­ 
ly into the rich and established Schuyler 
fam ily. Associated with George Washing­ 
ton as an aide, secretary and ghost writer, 
he went through the Revolutionary War, 
gaining power and position. 
His contributions to American affairs 
were enormous, particularly his articles in 
“The Federalist” which were a defense of 
the American Constitution before its ac­ 
ceptance by the newly constituted sover­ 
eign states. 
Had “The Federalist” not been written 
by Alexander Hamilton, John Jay and 
Jam es Madison, it is doubtful whether the 
Constitution might have been ratified by 
some of the states, particularly New York 
which did not like many of its features. 
His knowledge of government was exten­ 
sive and invaluable. 
Washington made Hamilton his Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, in which office he 
served during Washington’s two term s, 
laying down the fiscal policy and methods 
of the Government of the United States, 
which held until 1913 when the 16th Amend­ 
ment w as passed permitting the collection 
of an income tax which is the source of 
many of our woes. 
His “ Report on M anufactures,” w h i c h 
laid the basis for the American protective 
tariff, has been the m eans for freeing the 
United States econom ically from Europe, 
as Washington’s “Farewell Address” pro­ 
vided the philosophy for keeping the Unit­ 
ed States free from the affairs of Europe. 
In this “Report on M anufactures,” Alex­ 
ander Hamilton said: 
. .the United States, are, to a certain 
extent, in the situation of a country pre­ 
cluded from foreign com m erce. They can, 
abroad the manufactured supplies of which 
they are in want; 
but they experience 
numerous and very injurious impediments 
to the mission and vent of their own com­ 
modities. Nor is this the case in reference 
to a single foreign nation only. The regu­ 
lations of several countries, with which we 
have the most extensive intercourse, throw 
serious obstructions in the way of the prin­ 
cipal staples of the United States.

EVERY child should have a 
complete physical exam ination 
early In the school year. 
Now th at school bells are ring­ 
ing all over the land and young­ 
sters are back at their desks, be 
sure th at your child is gone over 
by the family doctor. 
Promotes Academic Success 
Although children may seem 
perfectly well, a routine check­ 
up may disclose impending dis­ 
eases or defects th at can and 
should be corrected. This type of 
preventive medicine 
not only 
spares the child from unneces­ 
sary suffering throughout his 
life, but it may contribute vastly 
to his success in learning. 
A child with an unnoticed 
hearing or vision defect may do 
poorly at his studies through no 
fault of his own. Correction of 
the problem means th a t the 
child can operate on a normal 
level. 
A Medical Shocker 
A recent study in a large city 
revealed some shocking facts. 
Seventy-five percent of the chil-

dren examined had cavities or 
caries in their teeth, and almost 
seven percent had defects in the 
biting mechanism. Many young­ 
sters had bone disorders, were 
underweight or o verweight, or had 
some visual w tn rb a n ce. Many 
had diseased tonsils. Others had 
hearing and b reath in g ' defects, 
while a small group had heart 
disease. 
Every parent has a responsi­ 
bility to see th a t his own boy or 
girl of school age has this thor­ 
ough 
physical 
check-up now. 
Good health JLs certainly among 
life’s greatest blessings and med­ 
ical care can help the child a t­ 
tain it. This exam ination should 
include the necessary injections 
to prevent certain contagious 
diseases; it should also include 
tetanus toxoid injections for the 
prevention of lockjaw following 
injury.

removed by medical treatm ent 
rather than by operation? 
Answer: No, this is not possi­ 
ble at present.

There runs not a 
drop of my blood in the veins of 
any living creature. This called on 
me for revenge. I have sought: I 
have killed m any: I have fully glut­ 
ted my vengeance. For my country, 
I rejoice at the beam s of peace. 
But do not harbor a thought that 
mine is the joy of fear. Logan never 
felt fear. He will not turn on his 
heel to save his life. Who is there 
to m ourn for Logan? Not one.”

AFTER THE T reaty, signed at 
Cam p Charlotte, on Get. 19, 1774, 
Logan becam e m ore despondent 
than ever and moved from W estfall 
to Plunkey’s town, just about to­ 
day’s site of Columbus. He m arried 
again—his third wife being a beau­ 
tiful and talented Shawnee girl. 
From Plunkey’s town they went 
to D etroit to live. 
But Logan’s 
spirit and fine qualities had been 
destroyed by White m en’* ingrati­ 
tude—lost his life in 
a 
q u arrel­ 
some and, a t the early age of 55, 
lost his life in a quarrel with his 
nephew, Todkabdoh, whom he had 
befriended and taken into his home.

Be It resolved by the General As­

The series should develop into 
one of the most exciting and close­ 
ly fought in many years. Led 
by two colorful managers — Al 
Lopez and Leo Durocher — I .e 
Indians and Giants are both op­ 
portunist clubs, featuring standout 
pitching, tight defense, clutch hit­ 
ting and ability to come from be­ 
hind with last ditch rallies.

Insofar as local action against 
the thrill booklets is concerned, 
his reference presumably was to 
the threatened snag in law en­ 
forcement here over interpreta­ 
tion of the state statute covering 
sale of harmful literature. Po­ 
lice Chief Elm er Merriman has 
declared it “isn’t easy to say 
when a magazine is harmful and 
when it isn’t” , and he has asked 
for a more specific ruling as a 
guide for enforcement. 
Disagreeing 
with 
M erriman’s 
viewpoint, Pickaway County Pros­ 
ecutor William Ammer planned to 
confer with the chief to clear the 
way for a more rigid check on 
magazines sold in district stores. 
Nevertheless, it was evident the 
move to clean up the objectionable 
“ comics” may be headed toward 
an argument over the meaning of 
words and legal phraseology. 
Two district church groups—Pon- 
tious Evangelical United Brethren 
Church and Calvary EUB Church­ 
ite among the organizations on 
public record here against the fake 
“ comics.” A warning for l o c a l 
magazine dealers to eliminate the 
harmful 
“comics” 
was 
issued 
through Ammer on Aug. 17, and 
the prosecutor has drawn public at­ 
tention to the fact that the 30-day 
grace period has now expired.

Meanwhile, in the event present 
law is not specific enough to cover 
the “comic book” m e n a c e , the 
prosecutor pointed out a local law 
could be passed for that particular 
purpose. If such a step becomes 
necessary, it may be facilitated by 
Mayor M. E. (Jack) Sensenbrenner 
of Columbus, a Circleville native. 
Sensenbrenner recently ordered 


! a full-scale legal attack on harm- 
I ful “comics” in the Columbus area, 
; and 
simultaneously promised to 
send Circleville officials a copy of 
1 any new' law' found necessary in the 


I Columbus campaign. 
Since that time, another pos­ 
sibility along this line was de­ 
tailed in the September issue of 
The Ladies Home Journal, f o r 
which columnist Dorothy Thomp­ 
son wTote a special article con­ 
demning the dime thrillers. 
Referring to a new law' on the 
harmful type of “ comics” , the 
Thompson article reads in part: 
“ The National Association of Re­ 
tail Druggists has gone on record 
against the sale of any such print- 
j od m atter to minors. No retailer 
can be compelled to accept the 
trash for resale.

“ THE NEW New York State law', 
effective since July I, 1954, there­ 
fore amends the penal code to pro­ 
hibit ‘tie-in’ sales, forbidding ‘any 
person, copartnership or corpora­ 
tion,’ to make as a ‘condition to a 
sale or delivery for resale of any 
paper, magazine, book, periodical 
or publication, m atter reasonably 
believed by the purchaser or con­ 
signee to be obscene, lewd, lasciv­ 
ious. filthy, indecent or disgusting.’ 
“The New York law, passed af­ 
ter extensive hearings and investi­ 
gations, also makes it a felony ‘will­ 
fully to sell or offer for sale or to 
deliver to a 
minor 
any 
book, 
pamphlet, magazine or printed pa­ 
per principally made up of p i c- 
tures, devoted to the publication 
and exploitation of fictional deeds 
of violent bloodshed, lust or im­ 
morality, so massed as to reason­ 
ably tend to incite minors to vio­ 
lence or depraved or immoral 
acts.’ 
“Legislation pending or passed 
in other states indicates that the 
great majority of Americans be­ 
lieve it necessary to take l e g a l 
measures to halt the distribution 
of mental and psychological poi­ 
son, especially to minors. . . . 
“To say that such corruptive 
literature cannot legally be halt­ 
ed without endangering f r e e 
speech is to admit that our courts 
cannot exercise sound judgment 
or act to prevent crime. . , . 
“ The issue is not the right of free 
speech, but the right to peddle men­ 
tal marijuana for money. For that 
m atter, there have always been, 
and must be, restrictions on free 
speech. 
“ It is restricted, for instance, by 
the laws of libel and slander. It 
does not include, as a 
Supreme 
Court ruled, ‘the right falsely to 
cry fire in a crowded theater,’ or 
to incite to violence 
’*
